Sacram ento Woman Discusses 
Plan For Establishing 
County Institution 


A discussion in regard to the feasi­ 
bility of establishing a county library 
in Orange county featured the Fourth 
District 
Congress 
of 
Mothers 
and 
Parent-Teachers’ 
Association 
executive board meeting on Saturday 
afternoon at the Intermediate scnool. 
Mrs. G. H. Goodale of Anaheim, the 
Fourth 
District president, 
occupied 
the chair, 
Severai matters of importance came 
before the board. 
Mrs. May Dexter llenshall of Sac 
ramento, the 
school and 
county li­ 
brary organizer for California, gave 
a very complete presentation of the 
county library plan. 
“Tiie county library plan,” said Mrs. 
llenshall, “ began in 1909. The school 
libraries were greatly handicapped by 
lack of funds, and the city libraries 
catering only to the city and 
town 
people, the rural districts were almost 
entirely cut off from library privil­ 
eges. The state library was unable to 
reach everyone, so in 1911 a law was 
passed 
enabling 
county 
boards of 
supervisors to tax the districts out­ 
side the towns and cities to enable 
these outside districts to avail them­ 
selves of the books in lhe state li 
brary. The headquaters of these coun­ 
ty libraries are a t the county seats, 
and 
wherever 
possible 
are 
in the 
courthouse, so that no rent need be 
paid. The towns having libraries are 
in no way affected, a s they become a 
part of the county library system only 
by application for membership. 
In 
1911 
and 
1912 the school law 
was amended to let the schools be 
come a part of the county library sy s­ 
tem. There are now 17mi schools in 
California 
that belong. 
The county 
scnool superintendents in session at 
Yo.semite this summer declared this 
cooperation 
between the 
state and 
the schools the greatest advance in 
education in recent years.” 
As an exam ple of the benefits to 
the schools, Mrs. Henshull cited S is­ 
kiyou county. 
There are 99 school 
districts in the county, and each dis­ 
trict 
had available $30 for library 
funds each year. By pooling 
these 
funds, a sum of practically $3,000 was 
available for books, and through 
the 
j county library each school, instead of 
1 having thirty dollars’ worth of new 
books available each year, has at its 
disposal a $3,000 library of new books 
yearly. 
Supplementary books of every va­ 
riety, as well a s maps, charts, globes 
and magazines are available through 
ibis system. Mrs. llenshall stated ihat 
in Siskiyou county each school has 
three magazines each month, the al­ 
most universal choice being The N a­ 
tional Geographic, Papular .Mechanics, 
and St. Nicholas. 
Through the couhly library system 
are also 
obtainable 
for school 
use 
prints of the finest works of art. a 
large selection of Victrola records and 
a 
practically 
unlimited 
variety of 
stereoscopes. 
Mrs. 
Henshall 
spoke of 
several 
unique spots where brain lies of the 
county libraries are located in out-of- 
the-way spots all over California. In 
a little town in Imperial county a box 
car has been converted into a library. 
In a country district in one of the

counties, 
an 
abandoned 
chicken brooder in ?. farm er’s back­ 
yard houses th e4books. 
Miss 
Gleason,

and 
supplemented Mrs. Henshall’s talk. 
No action in regard to the establish­ 
ment of the library was taken by the

Evidence accum ulates th a t in the 
ex port trade which \*as so great 
a 
cause of satisfaction in the early war 
Tears, thd A merican people have been 
having too much of a good thing. The 
latest, and perhaps most trustw orthy , 
witness in this m atter is the Federal 
Reserve Board, which ought to under 
stand A merican financial conditions if 
any body does. 
The board declares th a t ex ports 
have had more to do w ith causing 
high prices than has currency infia 
tion. 
The great volume of ex ports, the 
board ex plains, “has given rise to a 
situation which is conveniently de­ 
scribed as a ‘favorable’ balance of 
trade because of the large ex cess of 
goods ex ported above those imported, 
leaving a resulting balance of indebt­ 
edness to be met. 
“Looking at the m atter from 
the 
point of view of the ordinary Ameri. 
can consumer, however, the effect of 
such a ‘favorable’ balance of trade is 
far from favorable for him. Buy ing by 
the American 
consum er in competi­ 
tion 
with 
the 
ex port 
dem and un­ 
doubtedly has been a major cause of 
rising prices in the post-war period 
in the United States.’’ 
Strong corroborative evidence 
is 
found in the fact th at goods whose 
prices have risen most in this country 
are precisely the kinds of goods ex ­ 
ported 
in greatest 
volume, namely , 
foodstuffs. 
Contrary to the usual American 
attitude, therefore, there is considera­ 
ble 
satisfaction 
ex pressed 
because 
such ex ports have fallen off in the 
last two months. This decrease may 
have been the leading factor in check­ 
ing the rise of prices. T hen 
along 
comes 
the 
governm ent 
cam paign 
against profiteering, followed by the 
new harvest, and prices really begin 
to tumble.

meeting on middle ground and agree­

This compromise requires, on one 
side, the surrender of the demand tor 
ratification of the treaty w ithout qual­

powers. It m eans the ratification of 
the tex t as it stands, 
with 
ex plana­ 
tory “reservations’’ setting forth 
to 
w hat ex tent th e United S tates 
will 
consider itself bound by the provis­ 
ions th a t have aroused most criticism 
in this country . 
It looks at present as if the 
so- 
called 
“ mild 
reservation ists” 
will 
win. T h ey are th e middle-ground sen a­ 
tors of both parties. W h eth e r from 
patriotism 
or 
party ex pediency , or 
both, they seem capable at last, of a c t­ 
ing together. T hey form a balance of 
power th a t can dom inate th e situa­ 
tion. Some of the “ bitter-end” oppo­ 
nents of the treaty , who sought to kill 
it entirely , have given up, or 
will 
be obliged to give up. T h e President 
and his group, favoring absolute and 
unqualified 
approval of 
th e 
treaty , 
must also y ield, to the ex tent of ac ­ 
cepting a set of 
reservations mild 
enough not to cripple the League of 


Nations. 
Both sides can afford to do this. 
P resen t action 
is 
not 
irrevocable. 
T here will doubtless be tim e and op­ 
portunity hereafter, as th ere has been 
in the case of the Constitution of the 
United 
States, to 
make 
w hatever 
am endm ents ex perience proves to be 
desirable

to 
strengthen or 
weaken the bonds of the league.

portance of good English. 
It is 
pretty generally understood nowa­ 
day s that advertisem ents, letters, 


pamphlets, bulletins and descrip­ 
tive circulars which are ex pressed 
in correct, simple, clear-cut Eng­ 
lish make no small contribution to 
the maintenance and upbuilding of 
good will—the greatest single as­ 
set that any kind of commercial 
enterprise can accumulate. 
Many progressive concerns are 
therefore taking steps to improve 
the quality of the English used in 
all w ritten communications bear­ 
ing their imprint. 
In several or­ 
ganizations classes in English are 
being held for selected groups of 
employ es on company time and at 
company cost. 
O ther 
firms 
are 
try ing to accomplish the sam e re­ 
sult by making 
co-operative 
a r­ 
rangem ents with schools and col­ 
leges of established 
reputation. 
Still other concerns are rely ing on 
the controlling counsel of a super­ 
visor of correspondence, whose 
function is to point out errors in 
the use of English and suggest bet­ 
ter way s of ex pressing the same 
thought. 
And there is usually ex ­ 
ecutive pressure, which finds ex ­ 
pression in one way or another, to 
help the good work along.

English which we like to believe 
are adequately taught in gram m ar 
school to say nothing about high 
school and college. 
To recapitulate—altogether too 
large a proportion 
of 
business 
men and women t whatever their 
previous academic training) 
ai>- 
parently have y et to learn that 
logical thinking, sound psy chology , 
correctness of ex pression and sim­ 
plicity of sty le are ex ceedingly im­ 
portant aspects of good English; 
and good English is now and will 
continue to be good business.
